3. Claims 1 and 27-3 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Dola et al. 

4. The disclosure of Dola shows each and every element set forth in theses claims. For 
example: Figs 1-4 show a receptacle 10 comprising a housing 1 1 having a first face 12, a second 
face 13 and a plurality of conductive elements 30 each extending from the first face to the second 
face; a header 38 comprising a conductive housing 45 with end walls 39, 42, a medial wall 46 
with passages extended between first and second faces (46, 47) of the medial wall, signal pins 52 
and a ground element (41, 49).
